Carter of the General Land Office has is- 
sued to registers and receivers an impor- 
tant circular letter of instruclions which 
shall govern in carrying into eftect the sec- 
tions of the General Land act of March 3, 
1891, relating to the cutting of timber from 
public lands. Thste sections only apply 
to the States of Colorado, Montana, Idaho, 
North Dakato, South Dakota, Wyoiuine 
and Nevada, the Territory of Utab and the 
District of Alaska. Tbe important feat- 
ures o£ the circular are the following: 
"Settlers upon public land,

aud other bona fide residents in either of 
the States, district, or territory named in 
this act who have not a sufficient supply 
of timber on their own claims or lands for 
firewood, fencing, or building purposes, or 
for necessary use in developing mineral or 
other natural resources of the lands owned 
or occupied by them, are permitted to pro- 
cure timber from the public lands, strictlv 
for the purposes enumerated in this sec- 
tion, but not for sale, or disposal, or use
